Madi.sonvilie, Ky., Majr lOc— Claim- 
ing that it had been reported to him 
tkat tfireats had been niade agionst 
the jury which shortly after 12 o'clock 
this morning returned a verdict 
of guilty against Will Peterson and 
Hollie Jackson, who ar^ . alleged to 
have been in the raM on the negroes 
at Carlxind.de and fixing their punish- 
ment at from not less than one nor 
more than two years in the penitenti- 
ary, jiudge Henderson this morning 
called the grand jury out and insisted 
♦hat a th.iionuli III vt>.«tiaati(fn of these 
threats be nude and if such was the 
case, to indkst the mea iHw niMle 
them. 

Judge Henderson also stated that 
evident !' .ntrodnccd yesterdav in tli,- 
case of these men showed that wilful 
murder had been committed on the 
night of the raid when a 9-yaar^kl 
negro boy was killed, and asked the 
jury to indict those In plicated in this 
raid. He also stated that it had t>een 
toM hfan that during the course of the 
tri.tl yrs!'T(l.iy citizens had remained 
in view !!ie jury and witnesses and 
had gi\ . :i "night rider" signals dur- 
ing the day. He insisted that these 
parties be investigated and, if such 
should be the case, to return indfct- 
ments. 

The case of Peterson and Jackson 
was given the jury last night shortly 
before midnight and within an hour a 

verdict "f guilty was rendered Thii - 
ty-three others are under indictment 
and from evidence introduced yester- 
day there will probably be many 
others indicted.

Howarer,' 
theee ia a oartala adTantage in dalar* 
ing the pruning until late winter. 
There la alwaya danger of a eertain 
amoont of winter killing of twiga and 
smaller limbe. Prvning after this dan- 
ger is over will obriate any aeeesaity 
of pruning twice. Than, too, where 
woonds are made early In the winter 
the freesing and thawing is apt to 
cheek wood growth and to dry the tis- 
sues so that a prompt healing is hin- 
dered and sometimes prevented. 

In case trees are making too vigor- 
ous a growth, it is sometimes desir- 
able to prune them iu summer. How- 
ever, summer pruning, to bo effective, 
mutit tako place lust after the terminal 
buds have completed tln ir growth. 
This is usually during the latter part 
of June. Later pruning simply starts 
new wood growtti and defeats the 
pruner"s objects. 

These general priucipUa o£ pruning 
apply lu ail fmlt trees of all classes 
and uKcs.

At Oweiisboro the showing is 
less favorable, the number of persons 
eniiaL'ed there in manufactures de- 
creased from l,.')4()to I,2ti8; the capi- 
tal investment from $4,294,000 to $4,-

The 
value of products, however, showed 
an increase at (Jwensboro from 
806.000 in 1909 to $4,066,000 in 1914.
